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HOW TO WEAR SHOES. 


A Dealer Gives a Recipe for Prolonging 
Their Usefulness. 

People who feel that their shoes wear 
out too quickly should heed the words 
of a dealer in Chicago, who tells the 
Mail: *“‘Do you know there isn’t one 
man in five hundred who knows how to 
| wear shoes? The average man buysa 
pair of shoes, wears them until they are 
no longer presentable, and then throws 
them away and buys another pair. A 
man ought to have at least two pairs of 
shocs for everyday wear, and no pair 
should be worn two days in succession. 
At first thought this may strike you as 
a scheme to benefit the shoe dealer, but 
it is nothing of the kind. In fact, such 
a plan would injure the shoe business. 
Two pairs of shoes worn alternately 
will last three times as long as a single 
pair. The saving, of course, is made in 
the wearing of the leather. A pair of 
shoes worn cvery day goes to pieces 
more than twice as fast as a pair worn 
every second day. No two pair fit your 
feet in exactly the same way. In one 
pair the strain and wear of the leather 
falls heaviest upon onc particular part 
of the shoe and in another the greatest 
wear and tear falls upon another part 
altogether. I took atrip through Eu- 
rope last summer and in several places 
I was surprised to find the shoes worn 
by peasants have no ‘right’ and ‘left’ 
distinctions, but are worn on either 
foot. I was told that such shoes were 
preferred to those which more closely 
conform to the shape of the foot, be- 
cause they last longer, since the strain 
upon any part of the shoe to-day is 
changed to another part to-morrow.”

IRRIGATION. 


What Humboldt County Can do in 
Wheat Kaising. 


A correspondent of the Silver State 
bas this to say about the Irrigation 
Convention to be held in Carson to 
morrow : 

It isto be hoped that much good 
may result from the agitation of this 
question. Irrigation and the free 
coinage of silver are two subjects on 
which all persons in Nevada, irre- 


spective of party, should be solid. 

ater has been plentiful in the Hum- 
boldt this year. There was not only 
enough for the land now under culti- 
vation, but to irrigate every acre that 
could be cultivated twice over. Wheat 
has yielded op an average about 40 
bushels to the acre here this year, and 
about 4,000 acres were sown. 

There ard about 40,000 acres of land 
in this valley yet to be brought under 
cultivation, comprising the part called 
Big Meadows. If reservoirs and 
ditches were constructed to develop 
this entire body of land and save water 
in times of floods to use in short sea- 
sons, each year every acre of it could 
be made to raise either 40 bushels of 
wheat, 60 bushels of barley, six tons 
of hay or eight tons of potatoes, or 
equally large crops of hops, sugar 
beets, etc. There is no doubt in this 
proposition, as We know that in years 
gone by the river has contained 
enough water in seasons of high water 
to irrigate this valley through several 
dry seasons, if it was saved in such a 
manner it could be used when needed.

In the year of our Lord I871 one of 


| the largest and finest cities of the old 


world was in the throes of a violent 


commotion without and within. It is of 


the cormmdtion within: we have to do, 


says the Chicago News.

| The city was Paris; the people French-

You 
ask at once how it is that it is not offered for 
sale and that you know nothing of it. That is 
answered easily; but it is necessary to present 
first a few details. The public only knows

Few people know that the bright binish- | 


green color of; the erdinary teas exposed in 
the windows is not the natural color. Un- 
pleasant as the fact may be, it is nevertheless 
artificial; Prussian biue, silica, 
plumbego, and other unhealthfal 

colors being used for this purpose. 

is twofold. It nét only makes the tea a bright, 
shiny, attractive green, but also permits the 
use of “ off-color” and worthless teas, which, 
once wnder the green cloak, are readily 
worked off as a good quality of tea. Theabom- 
inable coloring practice even admits of the 
use of foreign substances, and the English 
government, which looks closer into the gen- 
uineness of its staples than ours, bas in some 
of the alleged “ fivest” of teas found redried 
leaves, straw, fragments of matting, rice 
husks, and willow leaves. In fact, it is openly 
stated by an English authority that hundreds 
of thousands of pounds of sloe, ash, and wil- 
low leaves are annually imported as tea, 
which without the coloring process would be 
tm possible. They report tea as one of the most 
notoriously adulterated articles of comméree. 
The temptation to make sweepings and bad 
tea intoa merchantable product with e few 
cents’ worth of green coloring matter Is too 
strong to withstand, and the worthlesstiess of 
the trash that often finds its way to this mar- 
ket labeled “New Crop,” “Best Quality,” 
“Green Tea,” etc., would simply astound the 
public if revealed, to say nothing of the un- 
healthfulness of the Prussian blue, plum- 
bago, gypsum, and the other mineral colors 
that are employed. 


* Black Teas. 


The basket and pan-fired Japan teas, as well 
as the China teas that may be included undeg 
the general heading of “ black teas,” get their 
color from the firing or toasting process, but 
mineral coloring matter is also frequently 
used to give a certain desired commercial 
appearance. The firing and the coloring, as 
in the green teas, largely conceals the iden- 
tity of the tea, and permits the use of the 
very cheapest teas, to argue nothing[for the 
deteriorating effect of excessive firing,Jwhich 
must be resorted to when a very cheap prod. 
uct is used and an extreme color desired.

glaring. That it is, therefore, sweeter and far 
more fragrant than the artificially colored 
green ceas and the manipulated basket or 
pan-fired teas, you hardly need betold, That 
it is more healthfu) than the mineral-colored 
teas, is also apparent. That it is more expen- 
sive, is also true; and that is another reason 
you have never seen it. Thereis not so much 
profit in it as there is in the cheap adulter- 
ated and colored teas. 


About the Cost of Teas. | 


According to the custom-house reports, the 
amount of tea received at San Francisco last 
year (1890) was 6,840,137 pounds, and the value

As there are 
7,680 graing to a pound, there will be seen to 
be between three and four hundred cups to 
the pound, or at the rate of about one fifth of 
a cent per cup. Its economy is therefore 


at the bottom of this article plainly printed 
on the package.
